of diverſitie of opinions in certaine articles 
concerning Chziſten Religion, 


Cap. xliij. 


Here the kinges moſte excellente maieſtye is by Gods 
lawe ſupꝛeame heade immediatlpe vnder him of this 
whole church and congregacion of Englande, inten⸗ 
ding the conſeruacion of the ſame Church and congre- 
] gation in a true ſincere and vnifo2me doctrine of Ch11- 
Ve (tes religion, callinge alſo to his bleſſedand moſte gra⸗ 
N tious remembꝛaunte, as well the great and quiet aſſu- 
raunte, pꝛoſperous encreaſe, and other innumerable commodityes, which 
haue euer enſued come and followed of concoꝛde agreemente and vnitye 
in opinions, as alſo the manifolde perills, daungers, and inconueniences, 
which haue heretofoze in many places and regions, eſpeciallye of matters 
ofchuſten religion: and therefoꝛe deſyzing, that fuch an vnity mighte and 
ſhould bee charitably eſtabliſhed in all thinges touchynge and concerning 
the ſame, as the ſame ſo beyng eſtablyſhed, myghte chiefely bee to the ho⸗ 
nourofalmighty God, the very authoꝛ and fountayne of all true vnity x 
lincere concozde,and conſequently redounde to the comon wealth of this 
his highnes moſt noble realme and of all hys louing ſubiettes, and other 
teſlauntesand inhabitauntes of oꝛ in the ſame : hath therefoze cauſcd and 
tommaunded this hys moſte hygh courte of Parlyamente, foꝛ ſondꝛy and 
many v2gent cauſes and conſyderacions, to bee at this tyme ſummoned,

oz no. Sirtly, whether auricular confeſſion is neceſſary to beretepyed, 
continued,vſed,and frequented in the Church, oz no. The kingesmoſe 
ropall maicſty,moſt pꝛudently pondzing and conſidering; t hat by occaſion 
of variable and ſondzye opinions and iudgementes of the ſapde emule 
greate diſcoꝛde and variaunce hath ariſcn,as well amongeſt theclergy of 
this his realme, as amongeit a greate nomder of the vulgar people, his bo.
